TORONTO, March 4 — Shot 
twice through the head, the body 
of Abner Abraham Appleby, pro- 
prietor and manager of the Roxy 
theatre, Sunday was found lying 
on the floor of his office in front 
of the safe, from which $400 had 
been stolen. 

Police last night were search- 
ing for the murderer. 

Appleby, aged about 50 years 
conducted the only burlesque 
theatre in the city, on Queen Street 
West, in the immediate vicinity of 
Toronto's chinatown. 

His body was found by Roy 
Wong, young member of the Chin- 
ese Free Masons, who were present- 
ing a play in the theatre Sunday. 
Wong went upstairs to the office on 
the second floor, but received no 
answer to his knocks on the door. 


SMASHED DOOR 

Murray Levtovitch, a son-in-law 
of the murdered man, uneasy at 
Appleby’s prolonged absence from 
home, called at the office about the 
same time. The Chinese smashed 
the glass of the door, and Levto- 
vitch helped him climb through. 

After authorities had reached the 
scene, Dr. Thomas Belt, pathologist 
Toronto General Hospita! 
removed the two bullets from Ap- 
pleby’s skull. They were badly

George H. Van Allen, K.C.,| 


Scores Present Tariff 
Policies 
Asserting that western Canada 
was being bled to death for the 


special benefit of the eastern prov- 
inces, and that the spirit of Con- 


federation was being violated daily, | 


George H. Van Allen, K.C., predict- 
ed that if present 
were continued in effect there 
would be a clamor from the west 
for the establishing of a sub-con- 
federacy within the Dominion for 
tariff purposes only which would 
shake the dominion from coast to 
coast. 


Mr. Van Allen made his state- 
ment before a public meeting in the 
Empire theatre Sunday night, held 
under the auspices of the Independ- 
ent Labor Party. 

He quoted figures which showed 
that people of Alberta, through 
present tariff policies, were called 
on to pay $19,000,000 over world 
prices for commodities, while the 
trade barriers erected by the pres- 
ent government had destroyed the 
markets for the primary products 
produced in western Canada. 


TWO GREAT FORCES 


There are two great controlling 
forces in national life—international 
commerce and the monetary sys- 
tem—which if properly adjusted in 
the interest of all the people, and 
given reasonable bounty of natural 
resources, will result in a happy 
and prosperous nation, It is the 
bad adjustment of these two fac- 
tors that has been the cause of the 
wide-spread unemployment with its 
attendant hardship for the great 
mass of the people throughout the 
Dominion and especially in western 
Canada, contended Mr. Van Allen. 

Mr. Van Allen said there were 
many political leaders today. Lib- 
erals, Conservatives, U.F.A., C.C.F., 
Labor, Social Credit and others, 
some of whom appealed for support 
on promises, some by faith and 
others by fanaticism. He said the 
true basis of appeal at this time 
should be based on good judgment, 
experience and common sense.

CURTAIL JAP POWER 
Commercial circles interpreted 
the note as an attempt by Britain 
to lessen the present and potentia: 
influence of Japan in Chinese af- 
fairs, and specifically in those )rov- 
inces where Japanese-controlled in- 
dustries have been successfully 
competing with Britain and the 
United States. 
* The government also is said to 
hold the view that participaiotn by 
western powers in a sizeable loan 
to China would act as a break on 
growing Japanese enterprise in 
Asia. 


Tokyo Hostile To

TOKYO, March 4—British over- 
tures to Tokyo, Paris and Washing- 
ton suggesting an international loan 
to China faced a hostile reception 
Sunday in Japanese government 
circles.

Test For Basal Metabolism 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Within the last few days I have received 
several letters asking me to explain the test for 
basa] metabolism. 

I recommend the type of test and find it of 
value in making a positive diagnosis in certain 
cases. It is used frequently in the case of the 


overweight patient. If the 
test is normal, this shows 
that no disturbance of the 


thyroid gland is present and 
the over-weight condition is 
not caused by an abnormal! 
thyroid. If the test is too low 
this means that not encugh 
ihyruid secretion is present 
and a condition known as 
hypothyroidism has de- 
veloped. Over-weight often 


Dr. F. MeCoy accompanies a lack of thyroid 
secretion, however, this is not an infallible 
rule. 


If the thyroid is over-active the metabolic 
rate will be greatly increased and this increase 
will likewise show when the basal metabolism 
is tested. Hyperthyroidism may produce a 
striking under-weight condition and the patient 
finds it impossible to gain until the thyroid is 
returned to normal and ceases to work over- 
time. A basal metabolism test is often needed 
in underweight conditions. 

I am going to give you a report on a basal 
metabolism test written by Fannie Hurst, the 
noted writer who took the test before starting 
to reduce her weight. “Metabolism is some- 
thing that you surrender with a clothespin on 
your nose and what seems to be the cork end- 
piece of a bicycle handle bar inserted in your 
mouth. This walling up of the two points of 
egress of what is known as your breathing 
results in an inner panic which is recorded by 
an automatic pen attached to the apparatus 
which records the goings-on of your trapped 
breath.” 

The metabolism test is generally made early 
in the morning with no food having been taken. 
The patient is allowed to rest, lying down, until 
he is calm and perfectly relaxed. A mouthpiece 
is attached and the nose is compressed with 
what Miss Hurst calls a clothespin. The pur- 
pose of this is to prevent all breathing through 
the nose so that the breathing must take place 
through the mouthpiece. The mouthpiece is 
connected to an oxygen tank and it then be- 
comes possible to measure how much oxygen 
the patient uses, per minute of breathing. 

The apparatus used in making the test 
usually goes under a trade name and is called 
a Metabolator. The one I have used has a 
dropping drum, regulated te drop one inch per 
minute by a clock device. There is a moving 
finger of ink which moves across a paper and 
the finger leaves a tracing which makes a 
record of the amount of oxygen used in each 
breathing movement or inhalation. The calcula- 
tion is based on the amount of oxygen con- 
sumed. If the thyroid gland is over-active, the 
oxygen used will be increased above the amount 
used by a person with a healthy thyroid; if the 
gland is underactive, the amount used will be 
below normal, or a decrease is noted. When 
you have your basal metabolism test made, the 
doctor will compare the rate found in your 
case and compare it with standard tables of 
figures for a normal person the same age, 
weight, sex and body area. To be normal, your 
basal metabolism test should range between 
ten per cent minus and ten per cent plus. 

The metabolic rate is low when the patient 
has nephritis with edema, lack of thyroid secre- 
tion, ete, and is high when the patient has 
hyperthyroidism, or fever. The test the 
metabolism helps to make a diagnosis when the 
symptoms resemble those of hyperthyroidism, 
because if the test is normal, the doctor knows 
the thyroid gland is all right and the symptoms 
are probably due to a nervous condition called 
neurasthenia

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1870 Thomas 
Scott was done to death by Louis 
Riel at Fort Garry. The story has 
been often told, but I have come 
across a version, related by Major 
Cc. A. Boultin (afterwards Sen- 
ator) which is so illuminating 
that it may be worth telling. In 
the first place it must not be for- 
gotten that Scott was in no sense 
“a prisoner of war.’ He was un- 
armed when he went to Fort 
Garry to ask Riel for safe conduct 
for the Loyalist women and chil- 
dren, and was then imprisoned. 
The version which Boultin re- 
lates was told by John Bruce, who 
had been president of Riel’s pro- 
visional council, who said: 

“Six soldiers had been chosen 
to shoot Scott. I have here again 
to write the name of a man whose 
behavior in that circumstance 
reflects on him the greatest 
honor, Augustin Parisien, one of 
the six soldiers, declared openly 
that he would not shoot Scott; in 
fact he took off the cap from his 
gun before the word of command 
‘present’ was given. Of the five 
balls remaining only two hit the 
poor victim, one in the left shoul- 
der and the other on the upper 
part of the chest. Had the other 
soldiers missed the mark unde- 
signedly or had they intention- 
ally aimed away from Riel's vic- 
tim? However, that may be, as 
the two wounds were not suffi- 
cient to cause death, at least 
sudden death, a man named 
Guillemette stepped forward and 
discharged the contents of a 
pistol close to Scott's head while 
he was lying on the ground. Scott 
was still not dead, but that did 
not prevent the butchers from

placing him, alive and still speak- 
ing. in a kind of coffin made of 
four rough boards. It was nailed 
and placed in the southeastern 
bastion and an armed soldier was 
placed at the door, This would 
seem like a story made at one’s 
ease, if there were not several 
credible witnesses, who, between 
the hours of five and six in the 
evening, heard the unfortunate 
Scott speaking from under the 
lid of his coffin, and it was known 
that he had been shot at half- 
past twelve! What a long and 
horrible agony, and what feroc- 
ious cruelty was this on the part 
of his butchers! The words heard 
and understood by the French 
Metis were only these “My God! 
My God!" Some English Metis, 
and those understanding English, 
heard distinctly these words: 
“For God's sake take me out of 
here or kill me!" Towards 11 
o'clock, after 1043 hours of awful 
agony, a person whose name I 
shall withhold for the present, 
went into the bastion and, accord- 
ing to some, gave him the finish- 
ing stroke with a butcher's knife. 
That person said as he was com- 
ing back from the bastion: ‘He is 
dead this time!) The corpse was 
left for a few days in the south- 
eastern bastion, being guarded by 
soldiers.” 

Was it any wonder that when 
the news of this atrocious murder 
under the guise of martial law 
reacher Toronto, through Joh: 
Ross Robertson, that Ontario we. * 
wild with a demand for justicc 
or that when fifteen years later 
Riel was hanged at Regina many 
people in Canada declared “Poor 
Tom Scott has been at last 
avenged!”

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Reciprocity 'n Taxatio 
By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C. 
nc Those of us who have been studying, for upwards of thirty -- 
ha, years, the British North America Act and the decisions of the 
ate Court of Canada and the Judicial Committee of the 
Hat Council in exposition of the various sections of that Act, are 
very certain that no constructive good can come by way of 
amendment of that Act, and we are also yery certain that every 
amendment will add enormously to the cost of government. 


The cause of friction between the Dominion Government and 
the Provincial Governments arises from the revenue section of 
this Act. This friction can be absolutely removed, and the case of 
severnment in Canada be reduced at least fifty million dollars 
per year, once the Dominion and the Provincial Governments 
arrange a system of reciprocity in the levying and‘ collection and 
division of taxation. 


Take the income tax which is a permanent fixture in the 
raising of revenue. The Dominion has a substantial army of 
officials engaged in paid for the collection of Income 
tax. Each province has another army engaged in the same useful 
but very expensive occupation, Municipalities in some provinces 
are also paying income tax collectors; and the municipalities gen- 
erally are clamoring for income tax rights.

Then we have the Sales Tax, now a Dominion monopoly, and 
Biving employment to an army of collectors; with the provinces 
greedy for such amendments of the B.N.A. Act as will give the 
provinces separate Sales Tax rights. 


The obvious thing to do is to arrive at an agreement between 
the Dominion Government and the Provincial Governments 
Whereby the Dominion Government will do all the collecting of 
he Income Tax and the Sales Tax. 


The rates will be made high enough: (a) Te pay the cost of 
collection. (b) To give the Dominion the same percentage of total 
collections as it now gets in proportion to the total amounts now 
collected by the Dominion and the provinces; and (¢) To give 
each province the same percentage of total collections as it now 
gets in proportion to the total amount now collected by the 
Dominion and the provinces and an additional percentage suf- 
ficient to enable the province in each separate instance to take 
care of the social service costs so that the municipalities will be 
relieved of this burden, and will have no right to clamor for 
extended powers of taxation. 


As said above, the saving to the nation may reasonably be 
calculated at fifty million dollars per year, the rates can be 
adjusted from time to time without tinkering with the B.N.A. Act, 
and the cause for friction between the Dominion and the province 
will have disappeared. 


The troubled taxpayer who spends his time and his nervous 
energy in making out plain and fancy tax returns to various 
centres of officialdom will have his clerical troubles reduced to a 
minimum. 


The general public will understand that most of the vital 
factors governing the costs of government and of social services 
are dealt with in the most equitable and economical method 
possible by means of two main branches of taxation which are 
free from special privileges, and which effect a substantial Saving 
over a series of separate collections. 


Under our present disconnected and extravagant methods of 
collection, we fall back to blaming the constitution for our own 
lack of business sense.

That Canadians are today at the 
feet of a financial tyranny as 
Powerful and as cruel as a Euro- 
Pean or Asiatic despotism was the 
statement made by George H. 
Van Allen, K.C., guest speaker at 
the regular luncheon meeting of 
the Kiwanis Club held in the 
Macdonald hotel Monday noon. 


The financial problem, stated Mr. 
Van Allen, was the most vital of all 
provincial problems, because it was 
the root of all other problems fac- 
ing the province today. 

Financial problems, said the 
Speaker, affected not only taxation, 
which, if it became too high would 
jeopardize industry and develop- 
ment, but also left its mark on ser- 
vices which included education, 
health and highways, these being 
so largely dependent upon a heal- 
thy financial position. In addition 
to the foregoing, said Mr. Van Al- 
len, the municipalities were also 
dependent upon the financial stand- 
ing of the province. 


MUST BE REMEDIED 


“We need not discuss the problem 
in its political aspects,” said Mr. 
Van Allen. “We are not concerned 
with who is to blame. The subject 
must be treated, not as an issue, but 
as a condition. A condition whicn 
must be studied and then reme- 
died.” 

People not interested in the sub- 
ject, added Mr. Van Allen, should 
not complain if later on hair-brain- 
ed schemes or bankruptcy overtook 
the country. 


Figures of the public debt with 
{ts total of $9.05 per capita for 
Alberta, and $12.96 per capita for 
Canada making a total of $22.01 
were given by Mr. Van Allen who 
stated that there was an income 
tax account accumulated deficit 
since 1905 of $13,369,000 while the 
recent annual deficits totalled 
$15,823,829. 

The result of these deficits, said 
Mr. Van Allen, was that the debt 
charges were producing a regular 
annual deficit, deficits which were 
payable only with more taxes or 
borrowed money. 

In this way, said the speaker, the 
debt increased year by year, the de- 
ficits were leading to higher inter- 
est rates which in their turn led to 
still further deficits. 


TWO CONCLUSIONS 


“There are two conclusions to be 
gained from these facts,” said Mr. 
Van Allen, “First, that economies in 
administration would seem to be 
necessary, but this subject is too 
controversial to discuss, and second, 
that the debt charges are slowly 
crushing the provincial economic 
structure.” 

Remedies for this financial prob- 
lem, said Mr. Van Allen, could only 
be economy and a lightening of the 
debt charges. 

“It is not fair that the wages of | 
money shuld longer continue to be 
so much out of balance with the 
wages of men, nor is it fair or even 
sound to pay 5, 6, or 7 per cent in- | 
terest on government loans with 
wheat at 50 cents which means a 
charge of 10 to 12 per cent which is 
far more than people can ever pay,”
